W ashiogton, Dec. IO.—The first an­ 
nual report of the secretary of com­ 
m erce and labor gives a full account 
of the progress made in the organiza­ 
tion of the departm ent, discusses at 
considerable length the work of the 
various bureaus, complies with the 
several provisions of law relating to 
statem ents of moneys received and 
disbursed, and make such commem s 
and recom m endations in regard lo 
com m ercial and industrial affairs aa 
appear to be w arranted by existing 
conditions. 
The following are extracts from 
Secretary Cortelyou’s report: 
On July I, 1908, the personnel of the 
departm ent comprised 1.289 employes 
in W ashington and 8,836 in the coun­ 
try at large, m aking a total of 10,123 
The appropriations to 
be expended 
under the direction of the departm ent 
am ounted to $9,796.87. 
The sm allness of the initial appro­ 
priation 
rendered it im practicable, in 
the tim e between the creation of the 
departm ent and the next sesion of 
congress, to do more than secure the 
system atic 
arrangem ent 
and 
co-1 
ordination of the bureaus and branches 
brought together. It precluded, except 
in the most general way, the prosecu­ 
tion of new lines of investigation or 
the developm ent of new plans of ad­ 
m inistration. 
Estimates. 
T he estim ates for the departm ent 
represent actual needs. 
They were 
subm itted after the fullest considera­ 
tion and as a result of repeated con­ 
ferences with those qualified to fur­ 
nish information regarding the various 
m atters to which reference is made. 
The secretary calls special atten ­ 
tion to his recom m endation of last 
year for an appropriation for the con­ 
struction of a building for the depart­ 
ment. 
Provision is made in the estim ates 
for an appropriation to be expended 
under the im m ediate direction of the 
secretary 
for 
the 
investigation 
of 
trade conditions at home and abroad, 
with the object of prom oting the do­ 
mestic and foreign comm erce of the 
United States, and for other purposes. 
The 
determ ination 
of 
those 
re­ 
sponsible for the organization and ad­ 
m inistration of the departm ent to lay 
its foundations on broad lines and to 
build thoroughly and conservatively 
for the future has been very generally 
understood. 
In but few instances has 
there 
been 
any 
criticism 
of this 
course, and then only from those un­ 
fam iliar with the m agnitude of the 
task of organizing a new departm ent 
or unmindful of the necessity of m ak­ 
ing liberal provision for its growth 
and usefulness 
Statistical Work. 
One of the most Im portant branches 
of the departm ent’s work is that of 
statistics. 
By the organic act this 
new executive establishm ent is made 
the statistical departm ent of the gov 
ernm ent.

In planning m easures for the devel­ 
opment of American commerce It is 
the purpose of the departm ent to de­ 
vote itself Im partially to the various 
Interests concerned In that develop­ 
ment. 
All possible means will be em­ 
ployed for the extension of our export 
trade In products of the farm as well 
as in m anufactured articles. W herever 
possible the co-operation of the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture will be sought. 
In order th at these two branches cif 
the government service may work to 
Tether for the benefit of the American 
farm er. 
It Is highly im portant that 
the active m easures taken by the ag­ 
ricultural departm ent to Increase the 
productivity of our farm s should bs 
supplemented in every possible way 
by efforts to provide a profitable m ar­ 
ket for their produce. 
Character af Reports. 
Statem ents of facts and statistics 
Issued by this departm ent will be non­ 
partisan, not only in the usual politi­ 
cal sense of the 
word, but In the 
I roader sense of freedom from the 
bias of preconceived theories or 
predilection* toward or against Indi 
vlduals. associations, or organizations 
By carrying out this policy the varl 


o u b branches of the departm ent, act 
in t as a single organization, can ren 
der far greater services to labor an 
to capital than could be had from In 
dependent offices specifically devoted 
to particular interests. 
The facts 
modern Industrial and commercial life 
are too intricate and independent to 
be fairly stated, even by the im partial 
specialist, lf regarded from a single 
point of view. 
Relations of Labor and Capital. 
T he departm ent is empowered to 
acquire and diffuse among the people 
of the United States useful informa 
tion on subjects connected with labor, 
in the most general and compreheu 
aive sense of the word, especially re­ 
garding its relation to capital, such as 
the hours of labor and the earnings cf 
laboring men and women; the means 
in general of prom oting their m aterial 
social, intellectual and moral cond! 
tion; the elem ents of cost, or approxi­ 
m ate cost, of products; the compare 
five cost of living and the kind of liv 
lug; the articles controlled by trusts 
or other combinations of capital, bus! 
ness operations, or labor, and the e t 
lect such tru sts or other combina­ 
tions have on production and prices; 
the causes of and facts relating to aff 
controversies and 
disputes between 
employers and employes. 
Capitalists and wage receivers are 
to be treated on an equality, for in 
these m atters relating to labor and 
capital and to th eir respective repro 
sentatives the departm ent must stand 
in the position of an educational office, 
collecting and publishing such infor 
mation as will enable each party to 
understand more fully the prevailing 
conditions. 
Accuracy Aimed At. 
The departm ent's statistics on la­ 
bor. as well as it* statistics on other 
subjects, will be gathered fairly, a n i 
sa far aa possible will be made to rep­ 
resent accurately conditions found to 
exist. 
W hatever rearrangem ent may 
be found necessary in any of the du­ 
ties now assigned to the bureau, the 
great interests of labor and of Indus­ 
try In their broadest sense will be 
subserved. 
The new departm ent should not be 
expected to do impossible things. If 
it can be helpful to any considerable 
extent in improving existing relations 
as between employer and employe; if 
its publication can furnish facts from 
which there may come fuller under­ 
standing; lf, having gained the confi­ 
dence of the people. It can. from time 
to time, point the way to better feel­ 
ing and broader views 
as 
between 
contending Interests,It will accomplish 
one of the m ost beneficent results of 
Its organization. 
Bureau of Immigration. 
Im migration is one of the depart 
raent's most im portant adm inistrative 
problems 
Of the numerous 
aliens 
coming annually to our shores many 
possess the tdem ents of good citizen­ 
ship, but others, by reason of physical 
or moral defects, are strongly objec­ 
tionable. and out of regard for our na 
tlonal well being should bo refused ad­ 
mission. 
Progress has already been 
made In the enactm ent of laws on this 
subject and in their enforcement, but 
much by way of detail rem ains to b* 
accomplished. 
The report of the com m issioner gen­ 
eral regarding the fraudulent use of 
naturalization 
papers demands sari 
ous attention. 
The extent to which 
such frauds are successfully practiced 
In order to evade the 
immigration 
law* shows clearly the need of legis­ 
lation to safeguard more thoroughly 
the method of obtaining citizenship 
and to prevent the fraudulent use of 
certificates of naturalization. 
Future of the Departm ent. 
In concluding bis report the secre­ 
tary says: 
“The departm ent 
deals 
with the 
great concerns of commercial and In­ 
dustrial life 
To he of service to these 
Interests it must have their hearty e»»- 
operatlon and support.

IO—The first an­ 
nual report of the secretary of com­ 
merce and labor gives a full account 
of the progress made in the organiza­ 
tion of the department, discusses at 
considerable length the work of the 
various bureaus, compiles with the 
several provisions of law relating to 
statements of moneys received and 
disbursed, and make such commem.s 
and recommendations in regard to 
commercial and industrial affairs as 
appear to be warranted by existing 
conditions. 
The following are extracts from 
Secretary Cortelyou’s report: 
On July I, 1903, the personnel of the 
department comprised 1.239 employes 
in Washington and 8,836 in the coun­ 
try at large, making a total of 10,125 
The appropriations to be expended 
under the direction of the department 
amounted to $9,796,87. 
The smallness of the initial appro­ 
priation 
rendered it impracticable, in 
the time between the creation of the 
department and the next sesion of 
congress, to do more than secure the 
systematic 
arrangement 
and 
co­ 
ordination of the bureaus and branches 
brought together. It precluded, except 
in the most general way. the prosecu­ 
tion of new lines of investigation or 
the development of new plans of ad­ 
ministration. 
Estimates. 
The estimates for the department 
represent actual needs. 
They were 
submitted after the fullest considera­ 
tion and as a result of repeated con­ 
ferences with those qualified to fur­ 
nish information regarding the various 
matters to which reference is made. 
The secretary calls special atten­ 
tion to his recommendation of last 
year for an appropriation for the con­ 
struction of a building for the depart­ 
ment. 
Provision is made In the estimates 
for an appropriation to be expended 
under the Immediate direction of the 
secretary 
for 
the 
investigation 
of 
trade conditions at home and abroad, 
with the object of promoting the do­ 
mestic and foreign commerce of the 
United States, and for other purposes. 
Tile 
determination 
of 
those 
re­ 
sponsible for the organization and ad­ 
ministration of the department to lay 
Its foundations on broad lines and to 
build thoroughly and conservatively 
for the future has been very generally 
understood. 
In but few Instances has 
there 
been
